SUMMARY: ON JAN 8 DAKAR CONFERENCE ON NAMIBIA ADOPTED 
"PROGRAM OF ACTION" WHICH IT PROPOSED TO STATES, INTERNATIONAL 
ORGANIZATIONS, INTEREST GROUPS AND MEDIA AS SET OF MEASURES 
TO SECURE RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION FOR NAMIBIAN PEOPLE. 
BULK OF PROGRAM CONSISTS OF STEPS THAT UNSC "COULD" TAKE, 
INCLUDING: DETERMINE THAT NAMIBIAN OCCUPATION IS THREAT TO 
PEACE AND SECURITY UNDER CHAPTER VII; DECIDE ON COMPLETE ARMS 
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EMBARGO; REQUEST EEC, EFTA AND ALL STATES HAVING 
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FINANCIAL RELATIONS WITH SA TO SUSPEND THEM AS LONG AS SA 
OCCUPIES NAMIBIA OR PRACTICES APARTHEID; REQUEST FRG TO 
CLOSE WINDHOEK CONSULATE; CURTAIL NUCLEAR COOPERATION 
AGREEMENTS WITH SA; ORGANIZE FREE ELECTIONS. SHOULD SC FAIL

DAKAR INTERNATIONAI CONFERENCE ON NAMIBIA AND HUMAN RIGHTS 
ADJOURNED JAN. 8 WITH ADOPTION OF "DECLARATION OF DAKAR" AND 
"PROGRAM OF ACTION." IN DECLARATION (REFTEL B) CONFERENCE 
TOOK POSITION THAT ECONOMIC OR OTHER MEANS OF COMPULSION SHOULD 
BE TAKEN TO FORCE SOUTH AFRICA TO END ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF 
NAMIBIA. IN PROGRAM OF ACTION, CONFERENCE WENT ON TO SUGGEST

STITUTES THREAT TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY UNDER 
CHAPTER VII; DECIDING ON COMPLETE EMBARGO ON SALE, GIFT OR 
TRANSFER OF ARMS AND OTHER MILITARY EQUIPMENT TO SOUTH 
AFRICA. TO INCLUDE EXISTING AND FUTURE AGREEMENTS FOR 
RADAR AND TELECOMMUNICATIONS SYSTEMS FOR STRATEGIC OR 
MILITARY PURPOSES BETWEEN SA AND ANY OTHER COUNTRY OR MILI- 
TARY ALLIANCE; CONSIDERING STEPS TO PREVENT TRAINING OR 
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EQUIPMENT BY SA OF PORTUGUESE OR OTHER MERCENARIES TO BE USED 
AGAINST LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN NAMIBIA OR ELSEWHERE IN 
AFRICA; RESTRAINING SA ATTEMPTS TO ALTER NAMIBIA BORDERS OR 
FRAGMENT OR PARTITION NAMIBIA; REQUESTING EEC AND EFT A AND ALL 
STATES HAVING FINANCIAL RELATIONS WITH SA TO SUSPEND THEM SO 
LONG AS SA CONTINUES ILLEGALLY TO OCCUPY NAMIBIA OR TO 
PRACTICE APARTHEID; REQUESTING FRG TO CLOSE WINDHOEK CON- 
SULATE AND UNDERTAKE EDUCATION CAMPAIGN FOR REORIENTATION OF 
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GERMAN POPULATION IN NAMIBIA TO ENABLE THEM TO LIVE IN 
FREE NAMIBIA; REQUIRING ALL STATES TO REFRAIN FROM EXTENDING 
FACILITIES TO ENABLE SA TO UNDERTAKE PRODUCTION OF URANIUM, 
PLUTONIUM AND OTHER NUCLEAR MATERIALS OR REACTORS. 

2. SC COULD, IN ADDITION, TAKE FOLLOWING MEASURES: DECLARE 
THAT FREE ELECTIONS UNDER UN CONTROL ARE IMPERATIVE, WITH

RECOGNIZING TERRITORIL

15. UN RADIO TRANSMITTER WILL BE ESTABLISHED IN FREE 
COUNTRY OF AFRICA TO TRANSMIT BROADCASTS ON RACISM AND DE- 
COLONIZATION IN ALL NAMIBIAN LANGUAGES. 

16. ALL NATIONS SHOULD CONTRIBUTE TO UN FUND FOR NAMIBIA TO 
TRAIN NAMIBIANS. 

17. UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA SHOULD PUBLISH STUDIES 
ON: PRODUCTION AND EXPLOITATION OF URANIUM IN NAMIBIA,
